By-Laws, 
Regulating the conduct of business in the meeting. 


Cuaprer I. 

1, The ordinary meetings prescribed by section 34 of the Act shall be held at the 
office of the Commissioners at a fixed hour of « fixed day of each month to be decided uppa 
at the Jast ordinary meeting of the preceding year. 

2. In the event of the Chairman or Vice-Chairman determining to call a spécial 
meeting, uot lexs thun three clear days’ wotice shall be given to the Commissioners of the 
day fixed for such special meeting. 

3. A notice of the busiuess to be brouzht forward at every meeting shall be circulated, 
by hand or post, to cach Commissioner, and shail be hung up at the office of the Commis- 
signers not less than thre- days before the date of the mecting. 

4, Any Commissioner desirous of snbmittiag any motion to the meeting must forward 
a copy of such motion to the Chairman not less than seven days before the date of such 
meeting for incorporation in the notice of business. A notice book shall be kest in the 
office of the Commuasioners, in which all notices of motions shall be entered, All such 
notices shall be dated and numbered as received. . 

5. At ordinary wcetings the Lusiaess shail be transacted in the following order, unless 
the President, with the cousent of the majority of the members present, determine other- 
wise :— 
(a) The minutes of the last ordinary meeting and of any special meeting since held 

shail be laid before the meeting, and if approved as correctly entered, shall 
be signed by the Chairman. No discussion as to the propriety or otherwise 
of any resolution duly passed shall be allowed, 

(4) Any businese postpoued from the last ordinary meeting. me's 

{c) Tne business contained in tho notice of the meeting prescribed by Rule 3 above 
in the. order in which it appears in the notice paper, unless tho President, 
with the consent of the majority of the mombers present, determine other- 
wise. 

(@) Additional business brought forward by the President with the consent of igs 
majority of the members present, provided that any decision recorded or 
resolution adopted in regard to such business shall be subject to confirmation 
by the next ordinary meeting. ‘ 

+). At an adjourned mecting no business, save. that which the origins! meeting lett un- 
‘finistied, shall be trauacted except as provided in Rule 9 below. 
e “Ab & specialmeoting no business save that for which the meeting was called shall 


sett ted, except ax provided iu Rule 9 below. 
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8. It shall be competen! to any Commiesioner to move a resolution to the effect that 
the subject under consideration be referred to a Committee, aud such Commissioner may 
also at the same time propose the names of the members to form such Committee, 

9. Provided, however, that any additional business may be brought forward at an adjourn-. 
ed or special mecting subject te the conditions of Rule 5(d) above, and also subject (in 
ease of an adjourned meeting) to the full quorum required by section 42 of the Act being 

resent. 
10, Every motion or amendment shall be reduced to writing, and seconded before 
being put to the meeting or debated. The mover of any motion or amendment may 
withdraw the same at any period of the debate. 

11. Every amendment shall be so worded as to form an intelligible sentence, either 
alone or in its proper place in an origiual motion, as the case may be; provided that no 
amendment can merely negative the original motion. 

12. In disousting questions coming before the meeting, a Commissioner shall apenk 
from his place, shall rise when he speaks, and address the President. A Commissiover shall 
not be allowed to read his speech, but be may refresh bis memory by referring to notes, and 
he may read as part of his speech passages from books or papers cited in support of bis 
argument. At any time if the President rises, any Commissioner speaking shall imme- 
diately renume his seat. No Commissioner shall, be heard except upon basiness then 
regularly before the meeting, or by permission of the President specially obtained in explana. 
tion of what he had said in a previous debate, No Commissioner other than the mover shall 
speak more than once upon a question, except by way of interpellation or by permission of 
the President; but the mover shall be allowed, if be has spoken to the question wheu 
making his motion, to close the debate with a reply. A Commissioner, who has spoken upon 
a motion, may speak once again upow any amendment thereof afterwards moved. And a 
Commissicner may explain by permission of ihe President what he has before spoken, if it 
has been misunderstood, No Commissioner inv debate shall name another Commissioner. 

13. Votes shall be taken either by show of hands or by voll, or by both. The votes of 
the Coromissioners at a pul) shall be teken by the President. Any threc Commussionere 
present may demand a poil. When the show of hands has boven taken, the President shall 
declare whether the resolution bas beeu carmed or not, and every matter shall be held to be 
decided and concluded on such declaration being made, unless a poll be at once demanded. 

14, Voting by proxy is prohibited ; and no member may vote upon any motion or 
amendment unless he be present in person at the time when it ix put to the vote. 

15. When an amendment upon any motion 1s moved, or when two or inore such 
amendments are moved, the Presideut, when taking the senso of the weeting thereon, shail 
read the terms of the origival motion and of the ameudment- or amendments proposed. If 
there be but one amendment proposed, the question shall be put as proposed to be amended, 
Tf the amendment be carried in the affirmative, the original motion falls; but if the amend. 
ment be negatived, the original question shall be put to the meeting. If more than oue amend- 
ment be proposed, the President shall put that amendment first, which he thinks may most 
conveniently be first disposed of ; and so, if necessary, of all the others. If any motion as 
mede involves several points, the President, at his discretion may divide it, so that each point 
may be determined separately. 

16. When sry Commissioner shall have oncasion to ask a quostion of another Commis- 
sioner relating to the busimess of the woeting, be shall ask the question through the 
President. 

17. Subject to the foregoing rules, the Prosident shall regulate the courso of all 
business brought before auy meeting of the Commissioners. He shall preserve order, and 
ali points vf order shall be decided by him. No discussion on auy point of order shall be 
allowed, unless the President shall think fit to take the opinion of the Commissioners thereon, 
Any Commissioner may at any time submit a point of order for the decision of the President, 

18. Any member spemking or otherwise interrupting while another addresses the 
meeting shall be considered out of order, and avy memier out of order may be called to order 
by the Pre-ident.
